REPORT OF VS tO) 0 [aS ites 


It has been the policy of the board, for the past year, 
to pay high enough wages to secure and retain efficient 
teachers. Success has, in the main, attended our efforts 
in this respect, and our teachers have, with but few excep- 
tions, done good work. The superintendent’s report, 
setting forth his views of the condition and needs of the 
schools, is herewith submitted for your consideration, in 
full and without change, although the board does not, in 
all respects indorse the same. 

Epsom was added to our supervisory district the past 
year, making a district composed of the towns of Pembroke, 
Hooksett and Epsom, and Mr. O. H. Adams was elected 
superintendent thereof for one year, ending July 15, 1912,’ 
at a salary of $1,500, Pembroke’s share of it being $660, 
with a proportionate share of his time. As the state pays 
one half, the net expense to Pembroke is $330 a year. It 
is hoped that the district will be continued. 

A large class graduated last spring, and had appropriate 
exercises in Academy Hall. The program is printed as a 
part of this report. A good-sized class will graduate this 
vear. 

A strip of concrete has been laid around the village 
schoolhouse, extending a yard in width from the under- 
pinning, to protect the ground from the drip of the eaves. 
And the basement windows have been protected by heavy 
wire screens or grills. A beginning has been made in 
ornamenting and improving the grounds by the setting 
out of shade trees; more should be added the coming year. 

The entire destruction of the Methodist Church building 
by fire last February called our attention to the danger and 
risk to which the school building was exposed, and as there 
was only $3,000 insurance on it, we felt that, although 
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there was no special appropriation therefor, it was our 
duty to procure additional insurance, and we added $5,000 
more, making the total insurance $8,000. _ 

Minor repairs have been made on the other school- 
houses. A new slate blackboard has been put in the Buck 
Street schoolhouse, and a new stove in the Pembroke Street 
schoolhouse, and materials purchased for painting the 
North Pembroke schoolhouse; the work will be done early 
in the spring. A new flag staff, donated by Judge Charles 
H. Smith, has been erected at the Pembroke Street school.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Pembroke: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as super- 
intendent of schools and the tenth in the series of super- 
intendents’ reports. 

In my last report I stated the need of careful study of 
each pupil’s needs and such an adjustment of his work as 
the teacher and superintendent thought advisable. The 
whole of the first year was needed for this work and results 
in June were looked for with anxiety and hope. Except 
in certain classes where frequent change of teachers was 
made necessary the results were good. Classes nearly 
reached desired standards and had fairly well completed 
the work of the grades as required in the state course of 
study. Cases of children being put into a lower grade 
among those who regularly attended the public schools 
are almost unknown. 

The work in primary reading where special emphasis 
has been put through the year was and is satisfactory. 
In one primary room in June the children who began school 
in September had read intelligently and with expression 
seven first grade readers and had a recognizable working 
vocabulary of from thirteen hundred to fifteen hundred 
words. ‘These results were not reached in all schools for 
in the outside schools where many classes took the time of 
the teacher, there was no opportunity for acquiring so 
rapidly, but even there results were entirely pleasing. 
Improvement in reading was perhaps greater than in any 
other subject. 

A serious difficulty is met with in the village schools in 
the frequent changes between public and private schools. 
No scholar can complete satisfactorily the work of any 
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school unless he attends it regularly and constantly. He 
must be taught in English, the only language recognized 
by the state, and he must be taught by teachers skilled 
in the pedagogy of her work. 

It is no unusual occurrence for children of ten to twelve 
years of age to apply for admission to the public schools, 
children born in town, who can neither speak nor write 
simple English. Children of fourteen or more also apply 
for labor certificates who cannot pass the simplest second 
grade examination in English and whose certificates, there- 
fore, cannot be granted. A special class has been formed 
for such children under a skilled teacher to teach them 
elementary English, also to keep them in school for the 
time required by law before certificates can be granted. 
The class now numbers ten whose ages are from thirteen 
years six months to fifteen years seven months, the average 
age being fourteen years fourmonths. Lack of opportunity, 
not lack of ability, is responsible for the lamentable loss 
of time with these children. 

The labor law of 1912 is proving in this manufacturing 
town most wise and efficient. The old law was so full of 
loopholes that many children were deprived of their birth- 
right school privileges. The requiring of copy of birth 
certificate instead of the oath of the parent, and the com- 
pulsory school attendance of three hundred half-days 
between the thirteenth and the fourteenth birthdays, or 
in the year previous to the application for the certificate 
are two valuable sections of the law as it practically works 
out with us. Occasionally a child under sixteen, without 
a certificate, gets into the mills, but the superintendent of 
the Suncook mills with his officials are so in sympathy with 
the law that children get past their inspection only when 
some overseer covers it, and then for only a short time. 

A serious loss of time and progress in some of our schools 
is from the many excuses for music and the carrying of 
dinners. For the first week in February the number of 
excuses in the Suncook graded schools from this source, 
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was seventy-nine and the time lost was fifty-eight hours, 
from a registration of 141 scholars. Earlier in the season 
when all conditions were favorable for good attendance in 
one week, not an unusual one, the time lost by pupils from 
all absent, tardy, excused pupils was between thirty-seven 
and thirty-eight days. When it is considered that this 
is only the usual amount of time lost, per week, comment 
is not necessary to show the serious loss of energy, time, 
money, and resulting progress. 

It is within the power of the school board to forbid much 
of this waste, but it does not seem wise to the superintendent 
to recommend so drastic a step. If parents could realize 
the loss to their children and to the school in every depart- 
ment of its work, the thoughtful ones will not permit their 
children to stay at home as frequently as they now do. 
Many phases of this question will occur to the thoughtful 
reader, but the very obvious one of the loss to the children 
for whom the schools are maintained must be evident, 
to all. 

In continuation of the plan of supplying readers to all 
classes along definite lines as recommended by the State 
Department of Public Instruction nature readers of the 
most attractive kinds were furnished to grades three to 
six, inclusive, in the spring. Grades four to eight are 
supplied with suitable history readers. Nature readers, 
for other grades, humane readers and supplementary geo- 
graphical reading are plans for the future. The formal 
study of geography in the fourth grade has never proved 
satisfactory, so an interesting geography reader has re- 
placed the formal geography in this grade and is proving 
its worth. 

Last spring the Standard concise dictionary was placed 
in the hands of every scholar in the five upper grades. No 
addition has been more prolific of good than this. The 
next imperative need is a change in the language books 
and grammars to one that conforms more nearly to the 
state standard. As most of these books are rapidly wearing 
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out, the expense will be but little more than keeping up 
stock of the old kind. 

The system of exchange of books from school to school 
by the superintendent makes much additional labor, but 
it is economical and gives each school double the material 
that would be possible with no exchange and at half the 
cost. 

The old saw “as the teacher, so is the school’ is as true 
today as it was fifty years ago. A brother superintendent 
has summed up the requirements of a successful teacher so 
admirably that I can do no better than to quote. ‘‘(a) 
Scholastic attainments. Does she know her subject? 
(b) Professional knowledge. Does she know the educa- 
tional value of the particular matter she is teaching? (c) 
Professional skill. Can she teach? (d) Attitude towards 
those in authority. Is she loyal? (e) Adjustability. 
Does she fit into the system? (f) Progressiveness. Is 
she trying to grow? (g) Teachableness. Is she willing 
and glad to be taught? (h) Disciplinary skill. Does 
she maintain order and how does she doit? (i) Personality. 
What of the personal equation? (j) General results. 
Does she hold her attendance? Does she grow on the 
pupils? Do her pupils show signs of awakening powers? 
Do her pupils succeed in the next grade? Do dull, careless 
and vicious pupils show complete or even partial trans- 
formation when under her influence?’ 

No one expects a teacher to meet all of these requirements, 
so when the majority of them is met, fairly well, it is all 
that can be expected. The educator who does not con- 
stantly grow in his profession and keep in touch with modern 
thought, soon loses all the skill he ever had and becomes 
a failure. More teachers fail in discipline than in almost 
any other requirement, but this is too often partly the 
fault of the home and outside environment. When teachers 
approach reasonably near to other ideals, they are usually 
successful. Rarely is a teacher asked to resign unless her 
failure in discipline or scholarship or character is complete. 
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In two schools the past year partial failures have arisen 
from one or more of these causes, but the force, today, will 
average considerably higher than at any time in the last 
year and one half. The present corps of teachers is unus- 
ually strong and many of them rank high in methods, 
scholarship, personality and in securing splendid results. 
The school authorities wisely have made a determined effort 
to add teachers with normal training or those holding the 
state certificate and now all but two are in one of these 
two classes. 

The superintendent has found the work of the year 
most encouraging and progressive, as a whole, and feels 
deeply indebted to the school board for their very hearty 
support and encouragement, to parents who, if they have 
shown any interest at all in the schools, have done so intel- 
ligently and kindly, and especially to the teachers for the 
complete state of harmony and their strong support at all 
times.
